COMMISSIONER COOMBS . DOES AN EXCELLENT SUNDAY IN THE 

ELECTRIC CITY— FIFTY-TWO SOULS AT THE PENITENT FORM 

—REPRESENTATIVE CITIZENS EXTEND TO HIM A LOVING 

WELCOMF.. 



/^ OMMISSIONER COOMBS is a whirl- 
I a wind of Salvajtionism — a tornado of 
"^"^ enthusiasm and inspiration. And yet, 
with all his toil and rush, he keeps looking 
youthful— that seems a most remarkable 
thing, doesn't it? It is quite -certain the Com- 
missioner will not rust out — he is of pure 
gold. The more he rubs up against the needy 
creatufes of the world in which he lives the 
brighter does, his character shine. 

But this is not a life-sketch, and we are not 
expected to speak of tile Conimissioner's per- 
sonality, but as correctly and precisely as 
possible to draw for the reader a word-picture 
or two of the battles for souls at Peterboro 
last week-end. Commissioner Coombs has 
been there, the pivot on which the Salvation 
machinery has swung. It was he who set 
the pace and held it to a finish, while in ad- 
dition to :the well-saved and energetic mem- 
bers of the local corps the Chief Secretary 
and others gave what help they could. " & 

Peterboro, for a first week-end eampsign 
outside the Queen City, was well cho.'^en, be- 
cause it was here tliat the new Canadian Com- 
missioner could see a splendid bit of the Sal- 
vation Army — the locals, the soldiers, the 
juniors, the friends in large numbers greeted 
our leader. 

" Peterboro !" the brakeman shouts. Thei e 
is H scurr^^in'^. We se'^^e t'li^ Cornmissioner*^ 
valise and he tnakes a rapid exit from the car. 
The temperature has lowei'ed several degrees 
since we left Toro;ito, as we have traveled 
somewhat northerlv ; the thermometer is reg- 
istering below zero. We bury our heads in 
the collars of cur ^jvercoals aiid "repsre to 
alight. Wa have, i owevcr, scarcely fcaclieu 
the station. Salvaiionists are there.- v/e arc 
certain, because wc can hear the Salvation 
melodies of the ban-1. Now a volley of wel- 
come rings out .'^n t te frosty air as the Com- 
inisaioner, the Chiei Secretary, and Capt. N. 
Coombs are seen by the assembled vvelcomers. 
L-ould you have set i those shiniiig faces and 
tear-bedim med eyes yrrn would better appre- 
ciate the heart-felt greeting the people of 
Peterboio gave our beloved leader. 

A drunken man presses his way through 
the crov.'d at tlie depot, uiiows his arms 
around the Commissioner's neck and greerts 
him most affectionately with a kiss. " I 
would rather," said the Commissioner, com- 
menting upon the incident afterv.'ards, " have

Soon the meeting is in full swing. The 
Commissioner is a very able manipulator of 
nieetings, and can, we think,, squeeze more 
into an hour than most people, to say the 
least. 

The splendid Peterboro Band have played 
the old favorite, "Whiter than snow." The 
Commissioner then allows them to lay down 
their instruments, so anxious is he that these 
dear bandsinen should be able for a season to 
fix their minds and hearts on the real object 
of the meeting, and have the benefit of listen- 
ing uninterruptedly to what is being said.

Colonel Jacobs makes ar able chairman, 
and in his opening remarks voices bhe feelings 
of the public of Peterboro when he tells them 
they are highly honored in having Commis- 
sioner Coombs visit them at such an early 
date.

Coombs 
heartily as the Canadian representative of 
this great organizatio!!^ audv.'ound up his 
spirited remarks by urging Salviitionists to 
be. true to their colors and to stand true to 
their new leader. 

The Chief Secretary then called upon the 
Rev. Mr. Scott, 

" It attbrds me very great pleasure, on be-

Such a view is contradicted by our every- 
day pfastLvatibn, If it were true, then the 
greatest aufTereis would uvcrywhure be the 
greatest sinners. To prove this false, we 
scarcely need any arguments. If it were true, 
the poor creatures that lie on the hospital 
beds must be greater sinners than the healthy, 
godless crowds that promenade under ihe 
windows of those palaces of pain ; or than the 
people v.'ho drink and swear in rhe theatics 
and 'houses of iniquity in the same town ; or 
than ^jhcsc ".vkc; v.'crk cut tt?? j<ist punish- 
ment of thefr abominable crimes in the iail 
near by. ■

If this were true, then the friendless, con- 
sumptive occupant of the slums, who drank 
in the taste-for strong drink with-his mother's 
milk — who was fostered from babyhood in 
disease and debauchcr"" snd con-Jemned al- 
most from the cradle, to a life of shame and 
anguish — must be regarucd ag a greater sin- 
ner than the Prodigal Son, who, having every 
chance of salvation, 'has deliberately sinned 
against the light enjoyed, and lifted himself 
up in heartless rebellion against Lrod and his 
godly parents, in spite of"every entreaty of 
pity and lovc!

If this were true, the plague and famine- 
stricken crowds in India who, born in poverty, 
bred in hunger and deijiivation, have at last 
laid themselves down in the.ir mud-hovels and 
closed their eyes in death, without pity and 
v/ithout prayer, arc greater sinners than the 
children of luxury, who lounge through life 
in jdJeness, and die -vyijoout a Lhought of God, 
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in a land crowded with Christian temples and 
thronged with innumerable ministers of 
mercy.

If this were true, then those who inherit 
loitcnncss and rickets iioni their parents and 
grandparents are greater sinners (than those 
who make their own bodies rotten and rickety 
by their own vicious indulgences! And if 
this were true, instead of the sick and suffer- 
ing deserving our pity, we ought to condemn 
them, their sickness marking them out as 
sinners especially suffering from the divine 
displeasure! Such teaching is not only re- 
volting to our idea of justice, but it is utterly 
opposed to our common sense.

Further, the notion that sickness is an evid- 
ence of the presence of sin in the suflerer, 
has no support from the Bible; on the con- 
trary, it is distinctly condemned by the direct 
teaching of Jesus Christ. On one occasion, 
during the ministry of our Lord, it appears 
that two terrible catastrophies took place in 
Jerusalem. In one case a tower in Siloam 
fell, killing some people who were near it; 
and in the other some rebels came up to offer 
sacrifices in the temple, tihinking that Pilate, 
the'Roman Governor, would respect that holy 
place; instead of which, however, he ordered 
the soldiers to fa!! upon them, and their blood 
was mingled with that of the sacrifices they 



Now, it seems that some Jews, who held 
the opinion we are considering, came to the 
.Savjuur v,rith the report of these two mourn- 
ful occurrences, arguing what great sinners 
these sufferers must have been. But Jesus 
Christ, directly and surely, contradicted the 
ridiculous notion, saying, "Think ye that 
these Galileans were sinners above all the 
Galileans, because they suffered such things? 
I tell you, Nay ; but except ye repent, ye shall 
all likewise perish."

And again, when tlie disciples, seeing a 
man who was born blind, asked Him. " Mas- 
ter, who did sin, this man or his parents, that 
he was born blind ?" Jesus replied, 
" Neither " — that is to say, the affliction which 
had come on him had no connection with his 
own or his parents' sin, and was not in itself 
any evidence of the presence of sin in either.

But iiiiiy we uoL Say thai' our own exper- 
ience affords sufficient evidence to satisfactor- 
ily contradict this notion? Instead of those 
most heavily afflicted being the most sinful, 
it lias often been the contrary, within the 
i.ange of our observation.- In my own family, 
for instance, my most self-sacrificing, Chri-st- 
like sister was afflicted from her childhood, 
dying v.'hen stil! quite a young woman, after 
years of continued suffering.

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EDWARD v.— A.D. 1483. 

Edward IV. left severaJ daugiitere and two sons — 
Edward, Prince of Wales, wtio was fourteen years 
old, and Elohard, Duke of York, who was eleven. 
Edward was at Ludlow Castle — where the prlnc-^H 
o£ Wiiles were alv.'ai's brought up — with Ills mother's 
VirntVier, LorJ Blvors ; I1I3 half-brother, Hiohard 
Grey; and other senUemen. When the tidings cami 
cf hia father's death, they set out to bring him to 
London to he- crowned klnc 

But, in the meantime, the Duke of Gloucester and 
several of the noblemen, especially the Duke of 
Buckingham, agrend that It was unbearable that 
the queen, and her brothers should go on having all 
the poiwer, as tliey had done In Edward's time. Till 
the king was old enouffh to govern, his iatiier'a 
ttrother, the Duke o£ Gloucester, was the proper 
pEr.^0E to rule for him, and they would soon put an 
end to the Woudvlllss. The long wars had made 
everybody cruel and regardless of the laws, so that 
no one made much objection when Gloucester and 
BuckJngiham met the king and took him from his 
■uncle and half-brcrther, who were sent on to Ponte- 
Iract Coatle, and In a short time their heads were 
cut oft Uhere. Another of the iate king's friends was 
Lord Haatlngai and oa he "sat at liic council luble 
In the Tower of London, with the other lords, Rich- 
ard came In, and, showing hla own lean, shrunken 
arm, declared that Lord Haatlngs had bewitched tlm, 
and made It bo. The oilier Dovd began to say that 
If he had done so It was (horrible. But Klchard would 
listen to no Ha, and said he would not dine till 
Hastings' head was oJI.

Although iHrirrajv Is referred to and commonly 
tie.scrlbed as a dlaense of the skin It Ig really b. con- 
Btltutionsi! affection. IfVir It attacks not only the 
skin but also the internal organs. The nerves, es- 
pecially in tlie extremities, ftre also diseased so that 
the patient after a itlme lOaes tiiie aeurje of touch. 
Xiie musclea and other tissues, especially those 
constl Luting the Joints, aTe generally eaten away 
mid uettroyeJ. T'he result of this is that the Joints 
of the lingers linu tofco dry up (iild diop olt; In fact, 
the patlant may lose. In time, an entire foot or hand. 

The internal organs, inoiuuing the brain and the 
Organd of digestion, are olBO attacked by the' disease, 
and the I'ftaiilt 1<j tipn^^Hfeirlly sooner or later £QitaI. 

The duration ol the disease ' id uaually several 
years — rarely more than ten or less than three. In 
many cases the death occurs from aoine acute af- 
XeuLion — inflammation or -the lungs, ibrain, bowels, 
or IcldneyK— HT,-hlch , has nothing to do directly with 
leprosy. But theae lepro'jg pat ten ta are found to 
be unusually BUseepLlble to other aiseaaea. Oases are 
luiown when the patient reiiovtred spontaneously, 
the tuhercules grradually disappearing; In soano causes 
thn disease reappsars !n =. fcvr ir-ostha sni may lead 
to a fatal termination. 



la a second form of leprosy, called " anaes- 
thetic leprosy," because the iiei vea are early affected, 
and the patient soon loses the sense of touch. In 
these casta the tublcles of the ekin appear In small 
numbers or not at all. Considerable portions of the 
akin may become iiuite devoid oE senaiblUty, so 
that the Individual may be cut or burned In these 
parts without sense of pain. This form of disease is 
le.'!s frequent th.in the other, and lasts a longer 
time; patients have been known to suiitr for from 
twc-ity to thirty years uitii this SisniLi^ before death 
put an end to their sufferings. 

Treatmont. — Nearly all the remedies known to 
physicians Iiave been used In the treatment of 
leprosy, but none of them are capable of ciirlni? el- 
even arresting the disease. At various times certain 
rrrnfdles have been vaunted as successful ; but 
further trial In every case has shown the fallacy of 
the belief, The last candidate for favor Is "caul- 
moogra oil;" it remains to be seen whether this will 
piuvc ir.ore eiiectuai man other remedies .whlcn have 
been tried and abandoned. 

In the last few years It ha^ been discovered that 
the tissues of leprosy patients contain a certain 
minute vegetable parasite; that this organism Is 
found all tbroiiirh the boJy wherever the tissues are 
diseased. It has not yet been proven that this 
parasite cau.=:es the disease, although It seems highly 
probable ; nor Is it known from what source this 
plant la derived, or how it sets into dhe body. 




Squeaking boots can be remedied by boiled Unseed 
oil.
